REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant invention is deemed to be a non-obvious improvement over the 
invention of U.S. Pat. No. 3,806,274. The improvement comprises a blade or vane 
having intersecting first and second ribs, projecting from fist and second walls 
respectively, that form first and second channels with common outlet channels that 
directs all of the cooling fluid from their respective first and second channels out the 
trailing edge in combination with the other claim limitations. Conversely, U.S. Pat. No. 
3,806,274 discloses intersecting ribs forming first and second channels that share a 
common outlet channel, but only a portion of the flow escapes through the outlet 
channel while the remainder rounds the trialing edge and continues obliquely along the 
opposite side, i.e. opposite channel.
